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It seems to me that our 125 th anniversary has lasted a long time. However, the time has been well spent and 
has allowed me and many of us at the school to meet with alumni, friends and supporters whom we have not 
seen for a while. 

The highlight of the year was the dinner dance in Montreal, but there were also gatherings in Halifax, Ottawa, 
Toronto and even London, England. I did not make it to the West Coast, Mexico or Asia, but I am working on it. 

Celebrating our 125 th anniversary puts us in a very select group of Canadian independent schools. When you 
consider that the school is on its original campus and operating under its original charter, that makes us part of 
an even smaller group of schools. Both our location and independence are great assets, but there are also 
challenges involved. Two of these I hope to pay special attention to this year and I hope that after you graduate, 
you will become active supporters of the school. 

Because our student body is so cosmopolitan now, it spans the world. No longer is the alumni made up 
largely of Montrealers, and this means the alumni have some real organizational challenges to meet and over- 
come if they are to continue as a key part of the College community. I have made a commitment to work closely 
with the alumni president on this and to use the school's resources to help in whatever way we can. Alumni 
support is crucial to the future well-being of the school. 

The second challenge we face is providing for the future financial well-being of the school, and this means 
increasing the school’s endowment fund. All of you have benefited in one way or another from the generosity of 
prior generations, whether it be from facilities they have provided or from financial aid or scholarships. I feel we 
all must work to leave a legacy behind to benefit future generations. As alumni, I hope that as you settle into 
your careers, you will heed the call to be generous with your time, your work and your money. You are the 
school's future. 

Good luck to you all, and may you earn happiness and success and learn the pleasure of being generous and 
supportive of your families, community, friends and school.

In 1817, Napoleon had been a prisoner on St. Helena for 
three years, Sir John Sherbrooke was Canada’s Gover- 
nor, Sir John A. Macdonald was a two year old still living 
in Scotland, and the Royal Institution for the Advance- 
ment of Learning (now known as McGill University) 
announced that it would sponsor a teacher in a new 
school at the bustling stage stop on the Quebec-Boston 
Road called Stanstead. 

The school opened in the fall. The first teacher was the 
Rev. Thaddeus Osgood, a Yankee Congregationalist 
minister. He was a good choice. Most of his pupils were 
American-born and most were good Congregationalists 
(one of the denominations which merged to form today’s 
United Church). 


Fortunately, one of the Trustees, Marcus Child, was 
Stanstead County’s representative in the Assembly. 
Stanstead was given the healthy sum of $1,600 to build 
a new school. When it opened in the fall, it was called 
The Stanstead Seminary and had a ladies’ branch and 
gentlemen’s division and offered a full curriculum which 
included Natural and Moral Philosophy, Mathematics, 
Chemistry, Astronomy, French, Drawing, Spelling and 
Music. 

The Seminary had its ups and downs. In 1837, rebellion 
broke out in Lower Canada. One of the school’s 
Trustees, Alex Kilbourne, headed the Stanstead Loyal 
Volunteer Militia. Another, Marcus Child, was a Rebel 
sympathizer. There must have been some fiery board 
meetings in those days! The split between the Trustees 
bore bitter fruit - by 1838, the curriculum had shriv- 
eled to English Grammar, Geography, Writing and 
Arithmetic. 

The Seminary was back on its feet by the mid-forties 
and much to the dismay of the students, operated 
twelve months of the year with a few holidays between 
each of the four terms. An announcement in the one 
year old Stanstead Journal of 1846 stating that “the 
Summer Term of this Institution will begin on Monday 
the 18 th of May and will continue 11 weeks”, must have 
been greeted less than enthusiastically by Stanstead 
youngsters at the swimming hole. 



Called the “Red Brick” School, the little building which 
could comfortably fit into a small classroom in today's 
Stanstead College still stands and is located about three 
miles north of town. The seats and desks in the 
College’s oldest ancestor have been kept as they were 
in the days of Thaddeus Osgood - thoroughly Yankee, 
hard and enduring. 

In 1829, The Duke of Wellington, England’s Prime 
Minister, was stiffly opposing cries for Parliamentary 
Reform. Andrew Jackson, the President of the United 
States, was merrily introducing the “spoils system” into 
the American way-of-life, and Louis-Joseph Papineau 
announced that the Assembly of Lower Canada was 
going to provide money to support education in the 
Colony. Switching their allegiance from the penny- 
pinching Royal Institution, the Trustees applied for a 
grant to build a bigger and better school in Stanstead.

Two years before Confederation, in 1865, the Direc- 
tors of the Seminary, including C.C. Colby and Charles 
Wilder Pierce, felt the time had come to revamp 
Stanstead’s school system and discussed the possibil- 
ity of building a new school. The idea, however, had to 
be shelved due to the unexpectedly high cost of 
another building project already underway, construc- 
tion of Centenary Church. It would have to wait another 
seven years.

The times were difficult for students as well. Each room was heated by a fireplace and during the cold seasons, the boys 
were required to get the wood for their fire. If they didn’t, they went without heat.

Story 

The Convocation of Stanstead Wesleyan College in June 
1882 closed the school’s most successful year. The 
attendance has been larger than ever before, showing 
an increase of 60% over that of last year. The total 
number of students enrolled is 195 and the average 
attendance has been 130. 
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In 1884, the Stanstead Wesleyan College Reunion 
Association was formed and records of the first meeting 
on April 22 nd , with Rev. J.B. Saunders in the chair, show 
a membership of 20 ladies and 28 gentlemen. The 
members decided to hold a reunion at the end of the 
school year and the entertainment committee asked for 
and received an appropriation of $5 to provide an 
orchestra. Unfortunately, the minutes of these alumni 
meetings were recorded only until May 22, 1889.

The Queen’s Birthday was celebrated around the 
College. Firecrackers, torpedoes, and a midnight 
serenade and bonfire demonstrated the loyalty of 
Stanstead. The serenaders, however, were not as 
thoughtful as they have been in the past, for instead of 
building their bonfire in the road, they built it on one of 
the flower beds, thus spoiling the appearance of the 
heart for the summer. The bell pulling might also have 
been dispensed with, although, as the wires had been 
disconnected on the inside, it did not have the desired 
effect. 
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First Football Club Organized 

Students have organized a football association under 
the name of the Independent Foot Ball Association. The 
first game was on October 16, 1890 between the 
Commercial students and the rest of the school - 2-1 for 
the Commercials. 

1893 - The College "Heart” of those days (1893) 
resembled very little the beautiful plot of grass and 
flowers which has since become so dear to Stanstead 
students. At that time, it was a mess of overgrown 
weeds and grass. It was the good taste and enthusiastic 
hard work of Rev. C.R. Flanders which wrought the 
marvelous change in this uninviting picture. He planted 
every tree and planned every path 


Bugbee Commercial College, Minutes of the Board of 
Trustees Meetine.M arch27. 1894 
Dr. Abel Goss Bugbee donated the residence of Albert 
Knight, former M.P. for Stanstead and paid to have it 
moved across the fields to the College grounds. His 
concern about the lack of government support for the 
education of commerce inspired this gift which helped 
establish the Bugbee Commercial College. He also left 
the commercial school $40,000 upon his death to help 
with operating cost.

Finally came the mid-nineties - prosperous years - and 
things began to look up for Stanstead Wesleyan College. 
Thanks to tireless efforts by the Rev. A. Lee Holmes and 
the Rev. J. Tallman Pitcher, the year 1896 saw the 
school in the black. The Pierce family donated their 
house, Stanstead, to be used as a residence and later 
donated liberally to build Pierce Hall in memory of 
former Trustee, Charles Wilder Pierce.

It would be impossible here to describe all the 
beautiful costumes that were represented, in fact nearly 
every character was in order, from a bootblack to 
Kruger and Sir Wilfred Laurier. There was a great deal of 
taste display, not only by the young ladies but also by 
the yon gentlemen who dressed well and acted the 
persons they represented to perfection. After indulging 
in promenades and College songs, the students retired 
feeling that among the pleasant features of Stanstead 
College life, few are more enjoyable than the Hallowe'en 
costume party.

American Young Women’s Christian Association, killed in 
an aeroplane accident. 




In 1919, a kitchen fire in the annex of Bugbee Business 
College necessitated a remodeled version of the 
building. Registration at the time was only 73 and a 
steady decline in enrolment was first noticed.

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Stanstead College Jubilee, Program June 8 - 15, 
1922 

In the year 1873, Stanstead College was organized and 
started on its way by men of vision and faith. For fifty 
years it has consistently stood for a high ideal in the 
work of character education. During these years, 
several principals, many different teachers and hun- 
dreds of students have pressed forward earnestly 
toward this high purpose. The measure of success 
attained has been made possible in a large degree also 
by the splendid generosity of loyal friends of the College 
who have stood by in days of adversity as well as in 
times of prosperity. 

In the year 1 923 Stanstead College, with well founded 
optimism, is making plans for another half century of 
service, but greater than that of the past. Its hope is to 
become known as the “College of the Four-fold Life". Its 
ideal will ever be to help its students to develop men- 
tally, physically, spiritually and socially. The unique 
opportunity of constant and close associations between 
teachers and students is its responsibility. It is one of 
Canada’s best home schools and as such unhesitatingly 
calls for the cooperation of every member of its Alumni 
and the good will of its multitude of friends. 

The Jubilee Commencement began on Friday evening, 
June 8 with the annual reception for students and friends 
which was attended by over 300. Saturday there was a 
Recital in Pierce Hall by Junior Pupils of the Eastern 
Townships Conservatory of Music, a Baseball Match 
($.25 was charged to assist the Athletic Association), an 
Alumni Association Meeting followed by a reunion supper 
and at dusk, “Revels of The Queen of May", a Greek 
costume play was presented on the “heart” in front of 
the College. 



The annual Baccalaureate Service was held on Sunday, 
June 10 th . Monday began with a Lawn Drill by the Girls 
Athletic Association, followed by the finals in a tennis 
Tournament. He Cadet Corps Inspection took place early 
in the afternoon and was followed by a baseball match 
between the “old boys" and the 1922-23 team. 

The Jubilee Banquet ended this special day. A 
gracious welcome from the faculty, music from the 
College orchestra and delicious refreshments were the 
ingredients for a very social reunion. Over 400 friends 
of the College assembled in a large tent pitched just 
east of the main building, where the evergreen trees 
furnished a pleasing setting for this outdoor enclosure. 
Sir Arthur Currie, Principal of McGill University was the 
Guest of Honour. 
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Leonard McGilton began his long association with 
Stanstead College as bursar in 1926. His wife Ruth wa: 
the school nurse. When he retired in 1961 after 35 yea 
of unbroken service, F. Gordon LeBaron said “He has 
been steadfast, loyal and devoted. He has been a towe 
of strength to this school whether the day was cloudy c 
bright - a friend who enriched my own life."

The main building of Stanstead Wesleyan College, a five 
story granite and brick-cased structure erected in 1872 
and for 28 years the only building of consequence on the 
College campus, fell prey to fire Saturday afternoon 
(May 28th), and with it went most of the furnishings, 
including books, records and valuable furnishings, many 
of which had been brought over from “Sunnyside" after 
that stately structure had been received as a gift from 
the Pierce and Holmes families. There were three 
academic classrooms, three parlors and offices on the 
main floor and teachers’ quarters, boys’ rooms, girls’ 
rooms and gymnasium above, with kitchen, dining, 
recreation and store rooms in the basement.

Stanstead College Plans to Continue Normal 
Activities. Montreal Gazette. May 30. 1938 
Stanstead. May 30 - Surveying the loss of the main 
building gutted by flames originating from an overheated 
chimney, the trustees of Stanstead Wesleyan College are 
meeting here today to study their future course of action 
in restoring the veteran educational institution to its 
former state of efficiency. 

Only a few brick pillars, situated at the various corners 
of the building remain today to bear witness to the once- 
proud edifice which formed the centre of activity for the 
institution. Housed herein were several classrooms, the 
dining and recreation halls and the dormitories for the 
boarding students. 

The Great Fire, Stanstead College Story 

Helping hands were extended from all directions. A 
supper prepared for the Golf Club was turned over to the 
College and served in the hall of the Centenary Church. 
Girls were installed in the Old Inn in Stanstead, boys in 
St. Joseph’s Hall in Rock Island (“Joe’s Place”). Home 
were provided by generous citizens for all Grades 10-12 
students so these young people could write their final 
examinations of the year.

As a 
matter of fact, I was the last man in the chain pouring 
salt down the chimney that was on fire when a tile broke 
away and a lick of flame seared my foot. We knew then 
that we had lost the battle and scurried down off the 
roof. I immediately went to my room which was directly 
under the bell tower and tossed all my belongings out the

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New Building Opened, Stanstead Colleg e

The new building (Colby) was opened in April 1940. Five 
stories high, it was fire-resistant with good lighting and 
ventilation and controlled heat. Dining room, kitchen, 
reception room, library, boys' recreation room, girls’ 
locker room and offices were on the ground floor: 
classrooms, domestic science room, book room, 
infirmary, married teachers’ quarters and boys’ locker 
room were on the second floor. On the third floor were 
girls’ residential quarters, girls' common room, married 
teachers’ and lady teachers' quarters and on the fourth 
floor, boys’ residential quarters and men teachers’ 
quarters. On the top floor were two small classrooms 
the physics and chemistry laboratories and trunk storge.

Another Fire, Stanstead College Story 

Eleven years after Colby House was built, Stanstead College was the victim of another disastrous fire. On December 31 st , 
1951, at about 8:00 a.m., a fire of unknown origin broke out in Pierce Hall, the home of the eastern Townships Conservatory 
of Music. By 10:00 a.m., the Hall was largely destroyed. A grand piano and the memorial pipe organ were the most valuable 
items burned. 


In spite of limited facilities, the Conservatory of Music carried on. Pianos were located in various buildings and chapel 
services were conducted in the classrooms.

In 1956, the Trustees launched a major fund raising 
drive with an objective of $400,000 and once again, 
friends of the College were most generous in their 
response. 

Bugbee Business College Red & White Bulle-

Decreasing enrolment in the Bugbee Business college 
forced the Trustees to make a decision about the 
business school's future and so in 1957, Bugbee 
Business College amalgamated with Stanstead College. 
The actual structure of BBC was replaced with the 
Bugbee residence in 1958 where Dr. Bugbee’s memory 
is maintained to date. 

Davis House officially opened, Stanstead 
College Story 

Davis House, the new residential building at Stanstead 
College was officially opened on October 11, 1958. 
Pierce Hall and Bugbee Residence were as also opened 
the same year.

The year of 1965 will go down in history as the Year of 
Protest. All the way around the world from Berkley to 
Buenos Aires, people were demonstrating and protest- 
ing. These demonstrations ranged from a support of the 
Arms Race to the banning of the Bomb. However, there 
was one common denominator in all of these riots and 
protest. They were all, practically without exception, led 
by students and young people. 

It cannot be denied that the youth of today are under 
certain pressures. Among these is the dollar complex 
whereby one must think of himself as a mere income 
earning machine. Also, there is a pressure to obtain not 
only a good education but a status education. We must 
not forget that there is a war being fought and the effect 
of this on the youth of today cannot be calculated. But 
are these pressures enough to warrant the rebellion 
against any for of discipline in the guise of a protest 
march. 

If not the, we must come to the conclusion that there 
is something disparately wrong with the character of the 
youth of today. There seems to be an almost intangible 
something missing. This missing object is discipline and 
it needs to be found very soon if we as a continent and 
nation are to emerge unscathed at the end of the 
present decade. 

Here at Stanstead, discipline is a matter of course 
and is not questioned to any great degree. We are 
literally immersed in it from the moment we arrive until 
we leave. Through this time, those who adjust are given 
positions of limited responsibility where they administer 
discipline. It is therefore in this way that we may come 
to grips with the matter. Can we as a graduating class 
say we are any different from those who burned draft 
cards in California or from those students who actively 
support dissension around the world? Yes, I think we can 
look upon ourselves as different. No matter what any 
may say about a boarding school education, it has to be 
admitted that it prepares one for this world by instilling 
in them a strong 
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sense of responsibility coupled with a knowledge of ho 
to accept discipline. If we have gained this from our 
years at Stanstead, then the school has succeeded in 
what it set out to do.
